While 
gGoncrelly a surety's licbility would ccntinus to the extent 
of tha bonds, since tho question has novor before been squarely 
dccid:1 by cur Tow Hampshire Court, forgivencas of a part of this 
judcmont may be dotrimontal to tho interasts of the state in 
nocrine satisfaction against the surety.
